The Russian commander is proceeding 
along the main trade routes and has his 
entire fleet assembled. 

The Oriental steamer Nubia, which made 
this port today, reports having passed the 
entire Russian squadron on Tuesday even- 
ing at a point akout 300 miles northeast 
of the Natuna islands in the China Sea. 

The squadron was proceeding at a ten 
knot speed and the fact that it was away 
off the course indicates that the fleet is 
not bound for Saigon, Cochin China, as

CHICAGO, Ajpril 13.—Two indictments 
were returned today by the federal grand- 
jury engaged in the investigaticn of con- 
ditions in the packing trade. These true 
bills are in addition to the one under 
which Superintendent Connors of Armour 
& Co. was recently arrested on charge of 
tampering with witnesses. 

United States Judge Humphrey, in is- 
suing bench warrants, uttered an emphat- 
ic warning to all government authorities 
not to reveal the names of the men against 
whom the two latest Indictments were 
found. It is not anticipated that and dif- 
ficuty will be experienced in making the 
arrests. 

It is, as yet, uncertain, too, whether the 
indictments charge perjury, attempts to 
influence witnesses or violations of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and the Grosscup 
injunction. They may be for any one or 
all of these offenses. There is also a 
possibility that each indictment may in- 
clude several names.

Tessie Cook, 6 years old, went to cal! 
on her friend, Flossie Merryman, also 6 
years old, at Fiossie’s home at 5963 West 
Cabanne place, at 5 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Tessie walked across the broad lawn and 
up to the wide porch that runs along the 
fromt of the big three-story frame house. 
The front door was open, but the house, 
somehow, tad a deserted look. Tessie 
timidly rapped on the door. 

Then the house shook, and there was a 
noise of stamping feet upstairs. 

Tessie, frightened, turned and ran 
her home, a few doors away. 

“I was afraid to go in,’ she told her 
mother. ‘There was such a noise, and I 
couldn't see anybody.”’ 

Mrs. Cook thought Tessie had been 
alarmed by some ochildish imagination. 
“Perhaps Mrs. Merryman was sewing up- 
stairs,"’ she said, and dismissed the sub- 
ject from her mind. 

Half an hour after Tessie’s visit, Flossie 
and her mother, Mrs. Frank J. Merryman, 
returned from a visit to a neighbor. They 
had been gone since 4 o'clock. Mrs. Mer- 
ryman was surprised to find the door stand- 
ing open; she was more surprised to find 
that a window opening from the parlor 
wae also open. As she entered the door 
she detected the odor of burning cloth. 


House Ransacked. 


She hurried into the parlor. In the cen- 
ter ofthe floor was .@ quantity of bric-a- 
Orac, taken from the mantel, the center 
tablie“and the plano. There was no sign 
of fire here, and she hurried through the 
other lower. rooms, which were not dis- 
turbed, and then upstairs. The odor of 
burning cloth grew stronger. 

In the second room from the front, on 
the east side of the house, she found the 
cause—a charred skirt lying on a rug in 
which a square hole had been burned.

Their Arrest Due to Detective

A telegram from Stephen O'Brien, acting 
inspector of detectives In New York City, 
to Chief of Detectives Desmond, Thursday 
afternoon, gives the St. Louis police the 
first definite clew they have had as to .the 
identity man who, with a woman 
who says hie wife, was arrested 
Monday suspected shoplifter on a 
big scale. 

The couple gave their names as Abraham 
and Margaret Bierman. The telegram from 
the New York inspector said: 

“Abraham Blerman is Myer Goldman, 
alias Cohen, ex-convict, wanted here, for 
jumping bail.” 

Nothing was said as to the identity of 
the woman. who, with the man. is charged 
in a warrant with grand larceny. They 
were arraigned in the Court of Criminal 
Correction Wednesda y and pleaded not 
guilty. Both are in jail, as they have asked 
for no bail and have made no attempt to 
secure a lawyer. 

The arrest of the couple was due in a 
large measure to the detective work of 
Piisworth Balley, 15 years old, in the em- 
ploy of Coyle & Sargent, a big silk firm 
on Washington avenue. For several days 
wholesale merchan'ts had been complaining 
of losses of large quantities of silk, vel- 
vet. satin and other expensive goods. The 
report from each was the same—a man 
and woman would come Into the store bBe- 
tween 7:30 and 8 a. m., Waoien there were 
few of the employes present, and insist 
upon being immédiately shown’ some small 
article. When they left, the loss of the 
goods would be discoverg@d. The goods al- 
disappeared in bolts.’ 

Saturday Bierman and his wife appeared 
at the Coyle & Sargent place before 8 
o'clock. Ellsworth Bailey was one of the 
few employes there. Bierman wanted to 
see some braid. It was shown him after a 
protest and the couple left. ;

Husband of Woman Who Ended 
Her Life, Asks for Warrants 
Against Gossipers. ; 


Charles Grahnert of 2000 Koskiusko 
street complained Thursday morning to As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Dalton that 
his neighbors were talking about him, say- 
ing that he killed his wife, who committed 
suicide five weeks ago, afd asked that war- 
rants be issued against several whom he 
named, one in particular being charged 
with circulating evil gossip concerning him. 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dalton will 
summon Grahnert's neighbors to his office 
and investigate the matter. 

Grahnert says these same neighbors were 
responsible for unhappy relations between

At Gamble Street Workmen Weid- 
ing Joints Ignite Accumulated 
Gas and Four Are Burned by 
the Burst of Flame. 


An explosion in a conduit at 3 o'clock 
Thursday morning was heard and felt for 
soveral blocks along Jefferson and Cass 
avenues and on Garrison avenue. 

Four men were injured, the conduit was 
damaged, windows were broken and man- 
hole covers were blown in the air. Many 
persons were awakened and considerable 
excitement was caused. 

At Jefferson avenue and Gamble street a 
metal disc three feet across used as a lid 
for an entrance to the conduit containing 
wires, was blown so high in the air that it 
fell on the sidewalk in front of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons and was half 
buricd in the pavement. 

he explosion is attributed to an accumu- 
lation, of gas in the conduit of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co., which was 
accidentally ignited by United Railway 
workmen who were welding joints at Jef- 
ferson avenue and Gamble street. 

At some places three distinct shocks were 
felt and many’ thought it was an earth- 
guake visitation.

LONDON, April I%—-Any young man on 
the lookout for an exciting occupation 
may be advised to turn his attention /to 
the trapping of wild beasts for exh'bitfon 
purposes, for there is no calling which 
offers an equal variety of dangers. And 
at the game time there is money to be 
made at it; a good giraffe is nowadays 
worth anything from 3000 to $10,000, and 
a full-grown gorilla would probably be 
worth twice the larger sum, while hippo- 
potam! are quoted at very high prices. 

But the capture of such beasts as these 
is not easy to effect, hbence the fancy 
prices quoted. 

The giraffe falis into the professional 
trapper’s hands but very rarely. It is a 
highly nervous creature, and, being very 
quick of hearing and fleet of foot, general- 
ly succeeds in eluding its pursuers. 

In giraffe hunting, trapers generally 
employ a contrivance of three posts joined 
together at one end and weighted at the 
other. Pureuing the animals out in the 
open land, the trapper draws as close to 
his quarry as the latter will allow, and 
throws his entanglement in such a way 
and with so much skill that it winds around 
the giraffe’s long legs and brings it to 
the ground, when the trapper rides up 
and secures his victim. 

Zebras are also caught in this manner, 
though’ the lasso used by cowboys is 
often employed. But the difficulty with 
the giraffe is to get near enough for the 
entagiement to be thrown the intervening

Days and weeks trappers often spend in 
chasing fiying giraffes and following their 
tracks, only to close their quarry at the 
crucial moment or be forced to abandon 


the hunt as hopeless. 

When, however, a capture is made there 
is wild rejoicing at the animal repository 
for which the trapper works, for good gi- 
raffes are wanted in all the great zoological 
gardens of the world. 

Contrary to what might be expected, ele- 
phants are easily taken by trappers who 
know how to go about thee work; though 
they are very bad tempered and not to be 
trified . with. 

The experienced trapper, however, runs 
little risk. He finds the place where ele- 
phants are evidently in the habit of pass- 
ing or halting, and there, with his native 
assistants, he Gigs a great hole some W 
feet In @iameter and five feet deep, erecting 
a strong, high, wooden fence all aroun?@ it, 
except at one place, where a big gate is 
hung. 

Then from close beside the gate a long, 
low fence is built, and in this fence, only: a 
few feet away from the gate of the trap, is 
an opening juat wide enough to enable a 
horse to pass through.

FIVE MILLIONS BOUGHT 


Bonds to Be Sold Here and East 
at Slightly Less Than 
Par. 


It became known Thursday that as a 
result of the trip of Festus J. Wade to 
New York last week a syndicate was 
formed, consisting of the Mercantile Trust 


Co. in St. Louis and Harvey Fisk & Sons \ 


of New York, to float the $10,000,000 issue 
of refunding and improvement bonds of 
the St. Louis Transit Co. The syndicate 
has purchased $5,000,000 of the bonds and 
has an option on the remainder from the 
Original underwriters. 

The price paid has not been announced 
officially, but it is understood to Rave 
been 93%. They will be placed on sale in 
a few days in St. Louis and New York at 
Slightly less than par. 

The price paid is higher than the pres- 
ent market price of United Railways gen- 
eral first mortgage 4 per cent bonds, which 
are selling at about 90. The Transit bonds 
are second to these in pwint of lien, but 
they are 5 per cent bonds. 

In view of the North American Co.’s 


assumption of control of the United Rail- 
ways within a few days, the syndicate 
managers consider they have made a good 
investment. 

The net earnings of the system, less all 
interest charges on funded debt, is given 
as $396,000 for 1903 and $1,840,000 for 194. 
The gross earnings for the first three 
months of 199 were $1,840,000, an increase 
of $68,000 over the same period last year. 

John I. Beggs of Milwaukee, Wis., who, 
accordin to news dispatches from New 
York, will succeed urray Carleton as 
president of the United Railways Co. next 
week, when seen by a Post-Dispafch re- 
porter said: 

‘Il should be very glad to announce our 
plans through the Post-Dispatch,” said 
Mr. Beggs, ut for two reasons: The first 
is that we have not yet formulated them, 
and the second is that we nave not vet 
assumed control of the United Railways 
property, and as long as the property ts 
under control of the old company It would 
not be proper for us to announce our 
plans, if they had been decided unon. This 
will not be done until] the board of direc- 
tors of the United Rallwuys Co. has been 
reorganized, which will he itn the near 
future. The election of officers will, in all 
likelihood, take place next week, probably 
on Wednesday, when the North American 
Co. will take charge of the property. I 
am not prepared to say whether the elec- 
tion will be held in New York or in 8t. 
Louis. 

“I must decline to express an opinion as 
to whether I will succeed Mr. Carleton as 
president of the United Railways Co. In 
fact, there is very lHittle definite tnforma- 
tion that can be given out now, as it is 
too early for us to be in position to make 
an announcement of our plans. I shall 
leave St. Louls tonight,. but am returning 
to Milwaukee, not going on to New York, 
as has been reported.”
